PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ; or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 


any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant;  such  notice  to  be

A By-law  to  provide  for  the  Dyking  of  certain 
Bands  in  the  Vicinity  of  the  Hammersley 
Prairie,  in  the  District  of  Kent,  and  for  bor- 
rowing on  the  Credit  of  the  Municipality  the 
Sum  of  $20,000  (Twenty  thousand  dollars) 
for  completing  the  same.  Provisionally 
adopted  the  7th  day  of  August,  1020. 

WHEREAS  two-thirds  in  number  and  value  of 
the  owners,  as  shown  by  the  last  revised 
assessment  roll,  of  the  property  hereinafter  set 
forth  to  be  benefited  by  the  dyking  have  petitioned 
the  Council  of  the  said  Corporation  of  the  District 
of  Kent,  praying  that  they  procure  an  engineer  or 
proper  person  to  make  an  examination  and  report 
on  the  draining  and  dyking  of  the  following  area :

18th  day  of  October,  1920,  at  2 p.m. ; and,  further, 
that  any  one  deeming  himself  to  be  improperly 
assessed  must  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  municipality  at  least  eight  days  prior  to  the 
Court  of  Revision. 

And  further  take  notice  that  any  one  intending 
to  apply  to  have  this  by-law  or  part  thereof  quashed 
must,  not  later  than  ten  days  after  the  final  pass- 
ing thereof,  serve  a notice  in  writing  upon  the 
Reeve  and  upon  the  Clerk  of  the  municipality  of 
his  intention  to  make  application  for  that  purpose 
to  the  Supreme  Court  during  thirty  days  next  ensu- 
ing after  the  final  passing  of  the  by-law.
